But Americans will not want to have on their na- 
tional lawbooks a so-called neutrality statute which 
will have the effect of putting them on the side of 
militaristic aggressors against their fellow democra- 
cies. And that is precisely what the automatic arms 
embargo will do if it is applied to a general European 
war. In that case, it would need to be abandoned 
forthwith, as indeed it would be. 

On the second point: there were unquestionably 
sincere yotes yesterday in the committee against the 
administration’s cash-and-carry plan for arms pur- 
chased in the United States. The votes of Senators 
3orah and La Follette were votes of conviction. So, 
too, we are persuaded, was that of Senator Clark of 
Missouri, who introduced the postponement motion, 
although Senator Clark, as his State is well aware, 
‘is frequently opposed to the administration. There 
were other votes that bespoke sincerity.

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RADIO STATIONS ADOPT 
ELF-DISCIPLINE CODE 


Attacking Any 
or Religion, Order Time 
Controverisies. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., July 12 
(AP). —The radio industry set out 
today to show “proper public inter- 
est” in an effort to lessen the Gov- 
ernment's control over its license. 

Radio station owners, meeting 
here at the National Association 
of Broadcasters’ seventeenth an- 
nual convention, yesterday adopted 
a new “self-disciplining code” as a 
polite reminder to Uncle Sam that 
they would like to run the industry 
free from constant supervision by 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission 

The commission has sole power 
to revoke, suspend or decline to 
renew operating licenses of any of 
the nation’s stations. Licenses 
must be renewed each six months. 

Declining to be quoted by name, 
NAB officials said privately they 
were seeking automatic renewal of 
‘licenses every year. They said they 
considered the FCC's supervision 
too strict and believed it unfair to 
‘have to fill out endless question- 
naires and spend time in court 
proving they served the public in- 
terest well enough to justify re 
‘newal of their privileges. ; 
Stephen T. Early, President 
Roosevelt's secretary and 4 speaker 
at the convention, told the radio 
men two hours before they adopted 
the code behind closed doors they 
‘could not expect the Government 
to relieve them of responsibility to 
the FCC. ‘ 

“As an agent of the people,” h 
said, the Government should at all 
‘times have an opportunity to deter- 
\mine whether a radio station is do- 
‘ing right by the public. 

Among other things, the new code 


‘would bar from the air lanes pro- 


grams attacking any race or re- 


ligion, and would make it “a public 
duty” for stations to bring contro- 
versial discussion to listeners “re- 
'gardiess of the ability of others to 
ay for it.” 

Under this second provision Ssta- 
tions would be expected to either 
rive away equal time to both sides 
of a question or refuse to sell time 
to either one. Political broadcasts 
would be excepted

ing, are members of the N. A. B. 
which as yet has not devised a 
means of enforcing the code 
throughout the industry 

Under the code, time limits aré 
fixed for “commercials” on 15-min- 
ute,. half-hour and one-hour pro- 
grams 

Spiels on 15-minute night pro- 
rrams are limited to two-and-a-half 
minutes (day—three minutes and 15 
seconds), to three minutes on half. 
hour programs (day—four and a 
half minutes), and to six minutes 
one one-hour programs (day—nine 
minutes).

istration, the President continued, 
he will give no more consideration 
to individual politics than members 
of the Supreme Court, the Cabinet 
and the Congress. Mr. Roosevelt 
corrected himself with a_ smile, 
saying that Congress would be de- 
leted because the Senators and 
tepresentatives were in a special 
category. 

But it was shallow reporting, even 
for Washington, he admonished, to 
say that politics had determined 
McNutt’s appointment, He said he 
didn’t think the reporters would 
find McNutt running for Presi- 
dent any more than five or six 
other persons who are already in 
the administration. 

A reporter recounted that McNutt, 
on leaving the White House just 
before the press conference, had 
said, although he personally would 
abstain from politics while in the 
administration, he could not control 
his friends. Would the President, 
the reporter asked, expect McNutt 
to restrain his friends? 

The President countered by ask- 
ing how many persons now in the 
Federal Government were being 
put forward as presidential can- 
didates by their friends. Without 
waiting for a reply, he observed

Posterity views history as a great 
and selects its heroes 
far as they represent outstanding 
characters, even though they may 
have suffered defeat. When Na- 
poleon died he was vanquished as 
a strategist, deposed as a ruler—a 
man without successor—ryet, he 
became one of the greatest men of 
his millenium. 

The psychologist must visualize 
the historic mission of his genera- 
tion as if it h: been buried for 
100 years; he must not be deluded 
by momentary successes. Adolf 
Hitler’s place in history is uncer- 
tain only that nobody today 
knows the fourth and fifth acts 
of the drama of his life; that is, 
whether he will still be witness to 
the collapse of his idea of world 
domination. In my opinion, 
can never join the circle of 
great men of history. 

There is no eminent man with 
such style, such a lack of ideas 

However, Hitler can be com-
